Widening Will Disrupt Lives 


BY BETTY MEAD 


An extensive overhaul of 
Chapman Avenue between Murray 
Street and Anned Drive, into a major 
arterial, will necessitate the possible 
dislocation of individuals and 
businesses, a study revealed this 
week. 

In an 185-page Environmental 
Impact Report, seven plans are 
outlined for widening the main 
thoroughfare, with 30 parcels of 
property being affected by one or 
more of the proposed routes. The 
report will be aired publicly at a 
meeting of the Placentia EIR Review 
Board, consisting of members of the 
city’s Beautification Commission. 

The meeting will be held at 7:30 
p.m. Monday, November 3 in the 
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Council Chambers of City Hall. 

Offered in the expansive report 
are five different ways of widening 
the four block section with other 
alternatives of leaving the street like 
it is or improving it within the 
existing rights-of-way. 

The busy street which is now 
carrying between 10,000 and 14,000 
vehicles a day, is a major connection 
with the city of Fullerton and 
California State University at 
Fullerton to the west and has 
recently been extended to the east 
with a loop connecting with 
Orangethorpe Avenue. 

The four block stretch is expected 
to eventually carry 24,000 vehicles a 
day with the development of the 
Kraemer properties east of the city’s 
new Civic Center. Construction of 


homes is already underway. 

The EIR report, written by Urban 
Futures, Inc. of Santa Ana, details 
that two churches, seven business 
properties and 17 homes are to some 
extent within the various widening 
routes proposed. Kraemer Park, 
containing the Veterans’ Memorial 
Fountain also is along the street. 

No widening plan can avoid all the 
properties. 

The report also points out that the 
four block area, which now provides 
two lanes of traffic and parking, 
could become a bottleneck produc- 
ing a negative safety factor. 
Accidents on the street have 
increased, the EIR states, with many 
being the rear-end type. 

Also outlined in the comprehen- 
sive report, is the possibility of 


closing and cul-de-sacing Walnut, 
Main and Alta Streets. That 
proposal would seek to limit the 
number of entries onto the 
thoroughfare, which also has a 
number of backout driveways. 
The closing of Walnut and Main 
would leave Murray, Melrose and 
Bradford open and Bradford Avenue 
would be the nearest street if Alta, 
just east of the Calvary Church is 
barricaded. p 
Churches which could be affected 
by the various alignments are the 
Calvary Church at one end and The 
Church of the Nazarene at the other. 
Businesses include a Bank of 
America building, two service 
stations, a Foster Freeze, the Peter 
Laborde Realty building, also 
housing The Placentia Courier and 
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Oil Well Study 


YoungsterMolested 
On Way Home 


The Orange County Sheriffs 
Department is conducting an 
intensive investigation in connection 
with the reported abduction and 
molestation of a five-year-old 
Glenknoll kindergarten student on 
her way home from school.

Sgt. Keith Roberts, of the 
department, said the child had been 
walking to her home where a 
babysitter was waiting.

The youngster arrived home 
crying and indicated she had been 
physically restrained. She was taken 
to Orange County Medical Facility in 
Orange, where her condition was 
confirmed.

A review of a use permit, which 
allows a day care center at the 
Valencia United Methodist Church 
on Valencia Avenue, north of 
Bastanchury Road, was scheduled 
for continuation Tuesday night after 
a first hearing brought forth an 
extensive barrage of neighborhood 
complaints. 

The church and the day care 
center are located in a single family 
residential area. 

A predominance of the protests at 
the planning commission hearing 
centered around a lengthening of 
the school day at the center; noise 
and disruptive and hazardous 
conduct of the students in the play 
area (which is immediately adjacent 
to homes); crying children; and the 
fact the school is now a year around 
venture. 

Mrs. Connie Kenty, Placentia, 
director of the Green Valley 
Preschool, explained that the 
original use permit, issued five 
years ago, permits all-day student 


Tom Nelson 
Resigns Post 


Thomas Nelson, Director of 
Community Development for the 
city of Placentia, has resigned his 
post after 72 years of supervising 
the city’s expansion, to accept a 
position as City Manager of a private 
city, the Pine Mountain Club. 

The privately constructed com- 
munity around 3,000 population is 
situated in Los Padres National 
Forest, about 120 miles from 
Placentia. 

Nelson, whose influence has been 
felt on the city of Placentia during its 
period of rapid growth from a 
community of orange groves to a 
population of more than 32,000, has 
tendered his resignation to be 
effective December 10. 

In his new post, Nelson will be 
responsible for the private recrea- 
tional development which includes a 
golf course, stables, tennis courts, 
45 miles of road, security patrol and 
a water company. The area, in the 
tall pines, will be built to a maximum 
of 10,000 population. 

Nelson, who is a graduate of 
Baldwin Wallace College in Ohio, is 
completing his master’s degree in 
public administration from Pepper- 
dine College. In the city of Placentia, 
he has been responsible for the 
planning, building and engineering 
departments of the city. 

The Nelson family consists of wife 
Jeri and sons Bradley, 14 and 
Bradley, 6; Kevin and Corey, 12 and 
Christopher, 8. 

Nelson first came to Placentia 
from the city of Newport Beach. 


care, all year round, for youngsters 
from 2 years of age to 8 years. 
Neighbors, however, complained 
that the church and school are using 
the homeowners block walls as 
boundaries and have put up no 
barriers of their own; that the

His wife stated that the noise level 
of the youngsters playing has 
increased noticeably and that rocks, 
cans, milk bottles and clods have 
been thrown into their back yard. ‘‘It 
is unsafe to be in the back yard. You 
never know when a rock will come 


over,’’ she told the planning 
commissioners. 

Another new resident in the 
neighborhood on Lemke Drive 


complained of the noise and lack of 
privacy. She said also that a beebee 
gun or some similar pellet had been 
shot through their windows and that 
her 80-year-old mother had been 


-sitting very close to the window at 


the time. 

Mrs. Thelma Asbury said she had 
been disturbed by a youngster at 7 
a.m., crying a long time for his 
mother. She explained also that

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Seeks Solutions 


An effort to ascertain the amount 
of protection legally possible for 
Placentia youngsters from the city’s 
producing oil wells is currently 
underway by city staff and was 
presented in report form Tuesday 
night to the Placentia City Council. 

The city has 393 wells which last 
year produced 1,300,000 barrels of 
oil. Petroleum was first discovered 
in this area and has been producing 
since 1919. 

Jack Slota, Administrative Assis- 
tant to City Administrator Edwin 
Powell, outlined the steps that can 
be legally taken in an attempt to 
childproof the wells and _ the 
problems the city faces as additional 
oil pumpers become enclosed into 
residential areas. 

Public outcry on the subject has 
been raised since the death of 
8-year-old Ronald Wolf following 
serious injuries he suffered at an oil 
well site north of Bastanchury Road, 


just west of Brookhaven Avenue. 

Since this time, the schools of the 
Placentia Unified School District 
have announced a new two-way 
attendance check plan, with parents 
early advising the schools if their 
youngsters will not be in attendance 
and schools informing parents if 
their children have not arrived on 
time. 

In the report to city council, Slota 
outlined that the city has no legai 
authority to close down operating 
wells. ‘‘In other words,’’ the report 
states, ‘‘the residents and oil 
industry both have a legal right to be 
here.”’ 

Also: ‘‘Existing oil deposits will 
not be depleted in foreseeable 
future.”’ 

‘‘When our city is completely 
developed, the overwhelming ma- 
jority of our oil wells will be situated 


within residential areas,’’ the report 
[Continued On Page 2] 


Penalties Waived 
On Nollac Oil Well 


Late fees against a Placentia oil 
well owned by Walter Nollac, were 
hesitantly forgiven by the city 
council last Tuesday after Nollac 
requested that he not be required to 
pay even the business license 
assessments. 

Nollac is chairman of the city’s 
planning commission. 

The disagreement between Nollac 
and the city arose over an oil well on 
Golden Avenue, which he purchased 
in 1970. It was _ accidentally 
discovered early this year that 
Nollac had not taken out a business 
license to operate the well, the city 
explained. 

Various attempts to collect the 
back business license fees resulted 
in a rash of correspondence, with 
attorneys involved. Nollac then paid 
the $1,400 owed but not the $700, SO 
per cent penalty for being in arrears, 
it was reported. 

Jim Park, the city’s Purchasing 
Agent and also in charge of the 
business license accounts, petition- 
ed the council on behalf of Nollac 
that the penalty fees be forgiven 
since Nollac had paid all the fees 
due. 

At Nollac’s objection to paying 
anything, Park added: ‘‘I resent the 
fact that Mr. Nollac makes 
derogatory remarks about our

Condominium Complaint 


A condominium development, 
bordering Placentia and Yorba 
Linda, was scheduled to return to 
the Placentia Planning Commission 
Tuesday night following a continu- 
ance requested by the city of Yorba 
Linda for review of the Environmen- 
tal Impact Report. 

Development of the four-acre 
property now calls for eight units per 
acre, following the original request 
by the applicant Charles Hiller of 
Orange for a 10-units-per-acre plan 
in the RG-PUD zoning. 

The property lies on the south side 
of Mariposa Avenue, west of 
Lakeview Avenue, in a predomin- 
antly rural area of orange groves. 

Effort by the city of Yorba Linda to 
convince the Placentia City Council 
that a moratorium should be placed 
on the acreage, permitting time for 
further study of the zoning, met with 


defeat last Tuesday night. 

Phillip Paxton, Yorba Linda 
Director of Planning, stated, ‘‘We 
have a common problem on our 
boundary. We are not asking for any 
precipitous action from this council 
but merely a study to find ways to 
either devise new development 
plans or zoning that would make the 
area more compatible."’ 

A spokesman ,for the developer 
reminded the city council: ‘‘We have 


been trying for almost six months to 
get this project underway. It is 
costing us a considerable amount of 
money for the delays involved.’’ 

Paxton had previously pointed out 
to Placentia Planning Commission- 
ers: ‘‘For a long time, the city of 
Yorba Linda has been opposed to 
this type of development along this 
street. 

*‘We feel we cannot support the 
traffic on Highland Avenue at this 
time,’’ he continued, explaining that 
the street is two lanes with severe 
topography. ‘‘We feel that the entire 
area should be reconsidered by the 
city of Placentia.’’ 


“The immediate area around the 
property is a strongly equestrian 
type of area. There is a 60 horse 
stable there, whiclris full to capacity 
at all times. There is a major 
equestrian facility in the old Richard 
Nixon Lake bed. It will be equestrian 
for a hundred million years,’’ Paxton 
added. 


*‘We have in the city of Yorba 
Linda around 1,500 horses and at 
present time a large number of them 
are in this immediate area. 

‘‘Putting a high density develop- 
ment adjacent to that is frought with 
future social problems and “argu- 
ments between the two cities. We 
ask that it be denied.’’

Route One is labeled the 
Symmetrical. About Centerline 
Route, which would take the Bank of 
America structure, but nothing else 
on the north side of the street.

Southerly Route and would modify 
the Calvary Church and the Gulf Oil 
Station, take the water tower and 12 
homes. 

The report lists an evaluation of 
structures along the route, stating 
that a majority were built before 
1940. Eleven of the 28 buildings 
were constructed in 1920 or earlier. 

The elevated water tower, which 
holds 50,000 gallons, services the 
water needs for its section of the city 
and would not be replaced with that 
type structure, the report states, in 
case the roadway extends to include 
it. 

Also mentioned in the report is the

Objections To Chapman Report 


Copy to The Courier: 


Mayor Lyons and City Councilmen 
Placentia, 


Gentlemen: 


<-I have recently reviewed the 

Environmental Impact Report pre- 
sented to you by Urban Futures Inc. 
for the widening of Chapman 
Avenue. 

In report, Mr. James G. Funk, 
representing Urban Futures Inc. 
states: ‘‘To the best of our 
knowledge and belief this informa- 
tion is accurate and reflects our best 
professional opinion of the direct 
and indirect environmental impacts 
assoicated with the proposed 
development.”’ 

I am not in his profession, yet, I 
found many errors and omissions in 
his report. Some Are: 

1. Earlier this year, at separate 
times, Councilman George De 
Jesus and Planning Director 
Thomas Nelson assured me that 
the three proposed alignments 
that were presented to the City 
Council by city staff on January 
20, 1972 were going to be included 
and considered in the EIR report 
for the widening of Chapman Ave. 
I now find that one of these align- 
ments has been omitted. Mr. Nel- 
son and Councilmen Gomez and 
Langer were present at the Jan. 
20, 1972 meeting and should 
remember the presentation of the 
three alignments. The fact if, the 
alignment that has been omitted 
from the EIR report is the one that 
would be the least expensive and 
it was the one that city staff 
recommended to the city council. 
Why has this alignment been 
omitted? I request that it be in- 
cluded also. 
2. Mr. Funk’s EIR report contains 
photographs of all properties 
affected but somehow left out 
photographs of properties which 
are adjacent to Kraemer Park. 
They are the following: 219, 221, 
223, 219A, 211, 213, 215, 209, 
2092 W. Chapman and 115 N. 
Main. Lets be fair and honest and 
include all photographs in this 
EIR report. 
3. While Mr. Funk and his assist- 
ant Mr. Dickey were compiling in- 
formation for their report they in- 
terviewed me and they both 
promised that they would allow 
me to review comments that I 
made to them before my com- 
ments would be printed. This they 
failed to do. I find that they have 
printed statements that I have 
never made and left out important 
statements that I had requested 
be put into their report. This to me 
is misrepresentation and I ask that 
my statements be corrected. 

4. According to the EIR report the 

majority of the costs for the 

Chapman Avenue widening 

studies are based on Mr. J. 

Patrick Gavin’s appraisal report. 

On Oct. 23, 1975, I went to City 

Hall to re-inspect Mr. Gavin’s ap- 

praisal report. My action was 

necessitated by the fact that I pre- 
viously had found Mr. Gavin's 
appraisal report to contain 
incorrect zoning, incorrect con- 
struction ages, etc. I mentioned 
these errors to Mayor Lyons in my 
letter to him of Oct. 2, 1975. I felt 
that I should make certain that 
the errors had been corrected.

(Continued From rage 1] 
when the church was built, the pad 
had been raised and that this creates 
drainage problems when it rains. 
‘‘My yard is a little pond.’’ She 
stated that the homes along the 
church yard have no privacy and 
need higher walls. 

Mrs. Kenty explained that the 
original permit allows the school to 
have a maximum of 112 youngsters 
from 7 a.m. to 6 p.m. throughout the 
year. The Green Valley Pre School is 
a separate entity from the church. 
The school donates tax money to the 
church, which has lost its tax free 
status because of the school. 

Rev. Sanford Sweet, present 
pastor of the church, who inherited 
the school when he was instated 
here July 1, said that 70 of the 
youngsters are from disadvantaged 
homes. Their tuition is paid by a 
state grant of public funds.

[Continued From Frage I 
continues. ‘‘We hope to be able to 
recommend methods of improving 
security at existing well sites.’’ 

The report states aiso that a five or 
six foot chain link fence with three 
strands of barbed wire at the top is 
virtually standard protection in 
California. 

The report urges the schools and 
parents to begin some type of 
educational program to alert 


youngsters to the dangers of oil well’ 


sites and adds that there is no 
practical method of completely 
childproofing a well. 


Also discussed in the report are 
whether guards could be placed on 
oil wells (expensive) and hiring a full 
time oil well inspector, along with 
safeguards such as caging the wells, 
different types of pumps and 
completely housing the equipment. 


most of these families would be on 
welfare if this care was not provided 
so that one parent can work. 

“The preschool leases the 
property and the church is paying 
more than $1,200 in property tax 
because of this facility. The 
preschool reimburses this amount.”’ 

Of the children in school, 25 can 
pay their own way and do so. 


Mrs. Kenty said that the school 
has had no complaints in the past 
five years that could not be resolved, 
except in the last three months. This 
apparently was shortly after the 
school expanded its number of 
children and operating hours. 
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However, my request to review 
the report was turned down by city 
staff. I was informed that the 
appraisal report could not be re- 
leased until after a decision on the 
widening has been reached. How 
can a fair decision be reached if 
there are inaccuracies in this 
appraisal report? How will you, 
our representatives be sure that 
the appraisal report is really ac- 
curate? As I see it, the appraisal 
report was paid for with 
taxpayer’s money and became 
public property, therefore, we, 
the taxpayer's, have a right to in- 
spect said report. 

It is inconceivable to me how a 
decision can be reached on the 
widening of Chapman Ave. based 
upon this inaccurate EIR report. As 
a citizen, I request that the EIR 
report be corrected before the Public 
Hearing is held by the Environmen- 
tal Review Board. 

As I have stated many times 
before, All these so-called align- 
ment studies for Chapman Ave. are 
a waste of taxpayer’s money. 
Former Placentia City Councilman 
Alfonzo Orosco also emphasized this 
to you in the letter he sent to City 
Council on Aug. 22, 1975. He 
stressed how an alignment for 
Chapman Ave. had been established 
in 1961 with the adoption of The 
Master Plan of Streets and 
Highways for the city of Placentia. 
On Oct. 23, 1975, City Enigneer 
Minamide told me that no other 
street in Placentia has an adopted 
precise alignment, with the 
exception of Placentia Ave. being 
that out city and the city of Fullerton 
jointly adopted a precise alignment 
for Placentia Ave. This being the 
case, what has been the basis for 
developing the following major 
streets: Yorba Linda Blvd., Kraemer 
Blvd., Orangethorpe, Rose Dr., 
Bastanchury, Bradford Ave., and 
most of Chapman Ave? I say the 
basis for the development of major 
streets has been the Master Plan of 
Streets and Highways for the city of 
Placentia. Said Master Plan is drawn 
to scale and designates and 
delineates precise alignment widths 
for all these streets. 

It is peculiar that the city would 
spend thousands of dollars on 
consultant fees for a mere four 
blocks on Chapman Ave. when in 
reality a Master Plan _ exists. 
According to statements made by 
city staff, these studies were needed 
because Chapman Aveune did not 
have a master plan, alignment of any 
kind of plan. Why the denial of a 
Master Plan? Again I ask, could this 
be a maneuver to condemn valuable 
commercial property for the 
expansion of Kraemer Park? It is 
possible! I also have reason to 
believe that the S acres of 
commercial property that you 
councilmen have condemned adja- 
cent to the Civic Center at $85,000 
per acre, totaling $425,000 is to be 
used as either a park or sports 
complex and sible some of you 
councilmen might not even know it. 
Is my information correct?
